$26,568: 5,000 lines, $55,000; 10,000 
lines, $108,000; 20,000 lines, $250,065; 
50^000 lines, $533,701. The total num- 
ber of subscribers reached is 7,339,463. 
Surely, if you will compare this circu- 
lation with that of any other national 
medium, you cannot help but be 
favorably impressed. 


The Timeliness Feature 


Most advertisers in national maga- 


zines are able to forecast weeks and 
months in advance just what season- 
able arguments they wish to make in 
favor of their products on the publica- 
tion date of any magazine and are 
therefore able to prepare effective 
"copy" in time to meet the mechanical 
requirements at the magazines whose 
"closing dates" are usually weeks in 
advance of the date of publication. 


By using newspapers, "copy" ex-

expense. 
The advertiser need select 


no newspaper whose circulation does 
not go hand in hand with .his oivn 
sales facilities.

All advertisers are striving 


today to dominate in particular 
mediums, but there is no way

end of six weeks we had secured 416,- 
000 members—an object lesson in the 
economic value of newspaper space 
when properly used! 


It is estimated that more than $130,- 


000,000 will be spent in national news- 
paper advertising during the year 1919. 
A very much larger sum than that will 
be spent in newspapers by local mer- 
chants.

of commerce and building associations 
are being asked to father and pay for 
the campaign in their individual cities.

O, in answer to the question 
"How, when and where to
